plurality of coupons relating to different categories ; and 

an electronic coupon op e rativ e coofigured to selectively store and to selectively display a 
coupon repr e s e ntation coupons definofl by the extracted coupon data, the electronic coupon 
comprising: 

a display C9!fifigured to selectively display coupons defined by the 

extracted coupon data; 

at least or^ control key configured to selectively respond to actuation by a 

user; 

a non-Volatile memory op e rativ e configured to r e c e iv e th e coupon data 
during th e transmi s sion s e sfsion and to selectively store th e coupon data for display by th e 
e l e ctronic coupon aft e r Xhp tran s mission s e ssion e nds coupons defined by the extracted coupon 
data, and 

^controller oporativo to retri e ve the coupon data from the non volatil e 
m e mory and to caus e d th e e l e ctronic coupon to display th e coupon r e pr e s e ntation configured to 
process the extracted coupon data produced by the decoder, the controller being logically 
coupled to the di^lay, to the at least one control key, and to the non-volatile memory, the 
controller impleiyenting the following fimctions: 

enabling a user to selectively manipulate the at least one control 
key to select k setup mode prior to the transmission session, the controller responding to the 
selection of /the setup mode by causing a menu including a plurality of different coupon 
categories to be presented to the user on the display; 
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enabling a user to manipulate ihe at least one control key to select 
at least one of the different coupon categories displayed in ihe menu: and 

automatically analyzing the extracted coupon data produced by the 
decoder, such that only coupons defined by the extracted coupon data that correspond to the at 
least one of the different coupon categories selected by the user in the setup mode are 
automatically stored in the non-volatile memor/ and each coupon defined by the extracted 
coupon data that does not correspond to the at least one of the different coupon categories 
selected by the user in the setup mode is autonmtically discarded . 

2. (Original) The system of Claim wherein the decoder is an integrated part of the 
electronic coupon. 

3. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1, wherein the electronic coupon fixrther 
comprises a Liquid Crystal Display (LCD') for displaying the a selected coupon r e pres e ntation . 

4. (Currently Amended) "me system of Claim 3, wherein the selected coupon 
r e pr e s e ntation compris e s is displayed as a Universal Product Code bar code. 

5. (Currently Amended) 'pie system of Claim 4, wherein the coupon r e pr e s e ntation 
Universal Product Code can be read by a bar code scaimer. 

6. (Original) The system of Claim 1, wherein the transmission session comprises a 
broadcast of a television progra 

7. (Original) The system of Claim 6, wherein the television program comprises a 
television commercial. 

8. (Original) The s/^stem of Claim 1, wherein the transmission session comprises a play- 
back of a video taped program. 

9. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 1 , wherein the e l e ctronic coupon at least 
one control key comprises a mode key, the mode key being operative to select either between a 
storage mode er and ^redeem mode , such that when in the storage mode, the controller analyzes 
extracted coupon data and saves coupons corresponding to a selected coupon category, and when 
in the redeem mode( the controller causes a menu of each coupon stored in the electronic coupon 
to be presented to me user on the display . 

10. (Cuirently Amended) The system of Claim 9, wherein the mode key is fizrther 
operative to select a the set-up mode. 
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11. (Original) The system of Claim 1, wherein the non- volatile memory comprises 
magnetic media. / 

12. (Original) The system of Claim 1, wherein the non- volatile memory comprises an 
electrical circuit. / 

13. (Currently Amended) A method for /d e liv e ring and storing coupon data for an 
e l e ctronic coupon using extracted from the horizontal overscan portion of a video signal in an 
electronic coupon , the method comprising the stetps of: 

providing an electronic coupon confiaftired to selectively store coupons defined by 
coupon data extracted from the horizontal yoverscan portion of the video signal during a 
transmission session, the electronic coupon comprising a controller configured to analyze and 
manipulate the extracted coupon data: / 

before the transmission session, enabling a user to select a setup mode available in the 
electronic coupon by manipulating a key/on the electronic coupon, the controller responding to 
selection of the setup mode by displaying a menu including a plurality of different coupon 
categories: / 

enabling the user to select at laast one of the different coupon categories: 

receiving the video signal dipng a transmission session; 

extracting coupon data from the horizontal overscan portion of the video signal; and 
following th e transmission s e ssion, displaying a coupon repr e s e ntation d e fin e d by th e 
coupon data using the controUeyfor automatically performing the steps of 

determining a Coupon category corresponding to each coupon defined by the 
extracted coupon data: / 

storing each /coupon defined by the extracted coupon data corresponding to a 
coupon category selected by the user, in the electronic coupon: and 

discarding/ each coupon defined by the extracted coupon data that does not 
correspond to a category selected by the user . 

14. (Original)/ The method of Claim 13, wherein the transmission session comprises a 
broadcast of a televisfon program. 

15. (Original) The method of Claim 13, wherein the transmission session comprises a 
play-back of a video taped program. 
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16. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 13, furth e r comprising wherein the step 
of storing each coupon defined by the extracted coupon nata corresponding to a coupon category 
selected by the user comprises the step of storing theycoupon data in a non-volatile memory in 
the electronic coupon . 

17. (Currently Amended) The method of /Claim 4^13, further comprising the step of 
r e tri e ving coupon data from th e m e mory prior to p e rforming th e b e havior d e fin e d th e r e by 
enabling a user to select a redeem mode availab/e on the electronic coupon by manipulating a 
key on the electronic coupon, the controller responding to selection of the redeem mode by 
displaying a menu of stored coupons defined py the extracted coupon data corresponding to a 
coupon category selected by the user . 

18. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 17, further comprising the step of 
dir,p1aying a s e t up m e nu from which a us e rjcan select coupon types for storag e enabling the user 
to select one of the stored coupons displayed in the menu of stored coupons, the controller 
responding to selection of one of the storefl coupons by displaying the stored coupon . 

19. (Currently Amended) The imethod of Claim 4^13, wh e r e in further comprising the 
step of storing the coupon data is p e rfcpn e d in r e spons e to a d e termination that th e coupon data 
is of th e coupon type sel e ct e d by a u^ e r for storag e enabling the user to select a storage mode 
available in the electronic coupon by/manipulating a key on the electronic coupon, the controller 
responding to selection of the storagje mode by analyzing the extracted coupon data . 

20. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 4-318, wherein the coupon r e pr e s e ntation 
displayed comprises a Universal Froduct Code bar code. 

21. (Currently Amendem The method of Claim 20, wherein the coupon r e pr e s e ntation 
displayed can be read by a bar dode scanner. 

22. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 43^16, wherein the non-volatile memory 
comprises magnetic media. 

23. (Currently Amended) The method of Claim 4^16, wherein the non-volatile memory 
comprises an electrical cirmiit. 

24. (Currently Amended) An electronic coupon syst e m for decoding and selectively 
storing coupon data thalt are encoded in a horizontal overscan portion of a video signal, the 
syst e m electronic couppn comprising: 
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an e l e ctronic coupon comprising: 

a decoder adapt e d configured /to receive the video signal, said decoder processing video 



a proc e ssor logically coupl e d 



signals thus received to decode coupbn data that are encoded in the horizontal overscan portion 
of the video signa l producing decoded coupon data, the decoded coupon data defining at least 
one coupon ; 

a display configured to selectii^elv display coupons defined by the decoded coupon data: 



at least one control key config ared to be selectively controlled by a user;

the display; 

enabling a user t^ manipulate the at least one control key to select at least one of 
the different coupon categories displayed in the menu; 

automatically analyzing the decoded coupon data produced by the decoder, such 
that only coupons defined by/ the decoded coupon data that correspond to a coupon category 
selected by the user in the setup mode are automatically stored in the memory, and each coupon 
defined by the decoded coupbn data that does not correspond to a coupon category selected by 
the user in the setup mode is automatically discarded . 

25. (Currently Amended) The system of Claim 24, wherein said m e ans r e ads the coupon 
data that ar e magn e tically stor e d the memory comprises magnetic media . 
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26. (Currently Amended) A system for decoding and /selectively storing coupon data 
that are encoded in a horizontal overscan portion of a video si^al, the system comprising: 

a decoder adapted configured to receive the video s^al, said decoder processing video 
signals thus received to deeede extract coupon data that are encoded in the horizontal overscan 
portion of the video signa l producing extracted coupon yta. the extracted coupon data defining at 
least one coupon ; 

an electronic coupon comprising: 

a receiver adapted to receive d e co^fed the extracted coupon data transmitt e d by 
fi-pm said decoder; 

a memory for use in selectively j/loring th e coupon data d e coded by th e d e cod e r 
coupons defined by the extracted coupon data ; 

a display enabling a user to /electively view th e coupon data d e cod e d by th e 
decod e r stored coupons defined by the extracted coup'on data ; 

at l e ast on e a plurality of control k e y to s e l e ctiv e ly control a display of coupon 
data d e cod e d by th e d e cod e r keys configured to be selectively controlled by a user, including a 
mode key that enables a user to toggle between a storage mode, and a redeem mode ; and 

a processor logically codpled to said receiver, to said memory, to said display, and 
to said at l e ast one control k e y pLurality of control keys , said processor enabling a user to 
selectively manipulate the d e codya extracted coupon data received fi-om the decoder by the 
receiver, said processor implementing a plurality of fixnctions, including: 

pbling a user to manipulate said at l e ast on e control mode key to 
select a storage mode, such th&t when the storage mode is selected, d e cod e d coupons defined by 
the extracted coupon data recjeived by said receiver are stored in said memory; and 

enabling a user to manipulate said at l e ast on e control mode key to 
select a redeem mode, su/h that when the redeem mode is selected, d e cod e d coupons defined by 
the extracted coupon data that are stored in said memory are presented to a user on said display as 
a list that a user can s/roll through by manipulating said-at least one of the plurality of control 
key keys . 

27. (Curren^tly Amended) A system for decoding and selectively storing coupon data 
that are encoded ii/a horizontal overscan portion of a video signal, the system comprising: 
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a decoder adapted to receive the video signal, said deooder processing video signals thus 
received to decode coupon data that are encoded in the horj^ontal overscan portion of the video 
signal the decoded coupon data defining at least one coupon ^ 

an electronic coupon comprising: 

a receiver adapted to receive decodeyl coupon data transmitted by from said 

decoder; 

a memory for use in storing selected/ coupon data decoded by the decoder; 
a display enabling a user to view the coupon data decoded by the decoder; 
at least one control key to selectiyely control a display of coupon data decoded by 
the decoder; and 

a processor logically coupled \6 said receiver, to said memory, to said display, and 
to said at least one control key, said processor enabhng a user to selectively manipulate the 
decoded coupon data received fi"om the decoder by the receiver, said processor impl e m e nting at 
l e ast th e function of enabling a user to nmnipulate said at least one control key to select a set-up 
mode, such that w^hen the set-up mode i^ selected, a user is presented with a menu comprising a 
plurality of coupon typ e s different categories that a user can select by manipulating said at least 
one control key, so that said processor automatically evaluates any decoded coupon data received 
by said receiver, asd such that decoded coupon data that corresponds correspond to a selected 
coupon typ e s category are mady availabl e to b e automatically stored in said memory, and 
decoded coupon data r e c e iv e d by said r e c e iv e r that dees do not correspond to a selected coupon 
category are automatically/ iot mad e availabl e to b e stored in said memory. 

28. (Currently Amemied) A method for delivering and storing coupon data for an 
electronic coupon using the j/orizontal overscan portion of a video signal, the method comprising 
the steps of: 

providing an elecjfronic coupon including a decoder configured to extract coupon data 
fi"om the horizontal overscan portion of the video signal ; 

receiving the VLcieo signal at the electronic coupon during a transmission session; 

extracting coupon data from the horizontal overscan portion of a video signal using the 
decoder in the electronic coupon : 
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d e coding coupon data that ar e e ncod e d in th e horizontal q^ e rscan portion of th e vid e o 
signal with th e e l e otronic coupon; and 

storing the coupon data d e cod e d extracted by the decoder/ in the electronic coupon . 

29. (Currently Amended) A method for dehvering apd selectively storing coupon data 
using the horizontal overscan portion of a video signal, the niethod comprising the steps of: 

providing an electronic coupon comprising a pluramv of keys configured to receive input 
from a user, the plurality of keys including a mode kpf operative to enable a user to toggle 
between a start up mode and a storage mode ; 

actuating the mode key to selectively enter rfie start up mode, such that in response to 
selection of the start up mode, the electronic coupjwi automatically displays a menu including a 
plurality of coupon categories; 

enabling a user to select at least one coupbn category from the menu; 

actuating the mode key to selectively ^nter the storage mode, such that in response to 
selection of the storage mode, the electronic coupon is enabled to automatically evaluate any 
coupon data extracted from the horizontal overscan portion of a video signal to determine if such 
coupon data correspond to a coupon category selected in the start up mode; 

receiving the video signal; 

extracting coupon data from thg^horizontal overscan portion of the video signal for input 
to th e el e ctronic coupon ; 

e nabling a us e r to s e lect at feast on e coupon typ e from a plurality of diff e r e nt coupon 
typ e s, a s e l e ct e d coupon typ e corr e s i ponding to subj e ct matt e r of int e r e st to th e us e r ; 

automatically evaluating tMe exfracted coupon data with the electronic coupon; and 

if the extracted coupon data matches the a selected coupon t^ye— category , then 
automatically storing the extr^ted coupon data, and otherwise, not storing the exfracted coupon 
data.

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a decoder adapted to receive the video signa/; the decoder processing video signals thus 
received to extract coupon data that are encoded in the horizontal overscan portion of the video 
signal, the extracted coupon data defining a pl^ality of coupons, at least some of the coupons 
corresponding to different coupon categories; 
an electronic coupon comprising: 

a receiver configured to reaSive the plurality of coupons extracted by the decoder; 
a memory configured tcy selectively store coupons received by the electronic 

controller; 

a display enabling a us^r to selectively view a coupon stored in the memory; 

a plurality of control Keys configured to receive an input fi*om a user, including a 
mode key enabling a user to sele^ively toggle between a setup mode, a storage mode, and a 
redeem mode; and 

a processor logically coupled to the receiver, to the memory, to the display, and to 
the plurality of control keys, th/ processor implementing at least the following functions: 

responding to a user using the mode key to select the setup mode by 
displaying a menu including plurality of different coupon categories to the user on the display; 

^ing a user to manipulate at least one of the plurality of control keys to 
select at least one of the (^fferent coupon categories displayed in the menu in the setup mode; 

r^ponding to a user using the mode key to select the storage mode by 
automatically analyzing each coupon defined by coupon data extracted fi-om a video signal by 
the decoder and received by the electronic coupon, such that only coupons that correspond to a 
coupon category selected by the user in the setup mode are automatically stored in the memory, 
and each coupon tjtat does not correspond to a coupon category selected by the user in the setup 
mode is automatically discarded; and 

responding to a user manipulating the mode key to select the redeem mode 
by displaying d menu including each coupon stored in the memory.—
